Thc speaker waa an elilcrly gentleman on 


the Oakland ferry-boat, \vlio hatl just ro- 


! turned to California, aTlor an absence of 


many yours in tho East. Ho had Tjeen cou- 
trasi'uijj the llvo ovorlanil raiivvay.H of tho 
present time with tho slow, toiling os-teani 
wWi which lie LTOSscd tho plains in 1S50, 
and, 
says the San Francisco A ltd, the con- 


versation had incidentally drifted to tho 
pony express, soJaraou.i ia its Gay. 


"Tvvcnty-nino years ago St Joseph, Mo., 


•was thc western terminus oC tho roiUvay 
system of tho country. Eeyor.d St. Joseph 
tho stugo-coach, ox-train and 
kindred 


methods were resorted to for tho purpose 
o[ maintaining coinuiunica'jou vith tho 
Pacific slope. The coast was by lhat time 
pretty well-settled, and business men bo- 
pnn to wish for a rapid overland mail 
service. 
"In the winter of 1300 'Walt street was at 


worlt in Washington endeavoring to net a 
subsidy ot ¥10,000,000 for carrying tlio 
malls overland one year between Sow York 
aad San Francisco. 


"William H. Russell, backed up oy Sco- 


retary-of-Wa:- 
.Floyd, looked upon tho 


scheme as a very extravagant proposition, 
aud said lhat ho could put on a mail lino 
from Sun Francisco to St. Joseph that 
would cover tho distance—l,0."iO miles—in 
ten Jnys. So cor.lldentwaa he that ho pro- 
fessed himself willing to wager ?20,000 on 
the proposition. 


"The schemers -for the liig mail contract 


felt bound to moot tho blurt aud took up tho 
wager, April S, 1SOO, boing iixcd fo-tho 
time of starting. 


"A. B. Milio r, who died in Denver a few 


years ago, was Russell's partner and fien- 
oral manager, and to him Russell loolcodfor 
the successful outcome of tho venture. 
Miller was poaitivo that n pony express 
could bo established which would enable his 
partuer to win his prodigious wager. 


" There WHS no timo to bo lost, and Mliller

about- his task with oner^T- Ho pur-

April S, 1SCO, Billy Baker, mounted 
on Border KuClan, Mr. Miller's famous sail- 
dlo horse, dashed away toward the Sierras, 
covering his twenty inilos in forty-nine min- 
utes. 
"Dcepsnow lay iu the-mountain passes, 


and to Suit Lake valley slow timo was made, 
so that from tho valley on it was necessary 
to mako extra fast speed to win tho huge 


"All went well until tho crossing a'£ 


Jnlcsburg was reached. To his dismay tho 
courier found tho Platto river high up in its 
banks and n strong current running. Fear- 
lessly horso and rider plunged into tho 
turbid stream, but only tlio man reached 
the opposite bank. His gallant steed mired 
in the quicksands and was drowned. Tho 
courier saved his precious mail pouch and 
liacl to walk ten miles to the next relay sta- 
tion. 
"Johnny Fry—I remembered him well- 


was ono of tho famous men of his day on 
the border. Tough nnd wiry, ho was as 
ligM as a cat, and as a rider ho never knew 
an'equal. To him fell the.duty of riding tho 
last sixty miles o£ tho long raco. Eo had 
six horses, thoroughbreds they wero, too, to 
do it with. 


'•"When tho courier arrived at the sixty- 


milo post out of St. Joseph ho was ouo hour 
behind timo. Jonnny had to make up that 
lost hour or Ihe wager was lost. 'Miller 
had considered »U this when ho selected 
Johnny Fry to mako tho final dash. 


"Thrco hours and thirty minutes in which 


to mako tho ride of sixty miles. Never be- 
fore nor since has such a purso been run 
for in America as would bo won or lost by 
Johnny's success or failure. 
" As tho hour drew near for Fry's arrival 


at St. Joseph thousands of people lined tha 
river bauics, gazing wi:h feverish expect- 
ancy .in tho direction of tho woods from 
which tho horse and rider should emorgo 
into tlio open country—one mile from tho 
finish.

Tho littlo mare Sylph 
had won the wager, and there wero five 
minutes anil a fraction to spare."

letter. Those rouuions aro so eminently re- 
spoctnblo in appearance lhat no stranger 
•\vould over suspect that a mother had led 
her daughter thoro to meet " by clmnco " an 
c'.ijjiblo younfj mac. Alter tho presenta- 
tion tho young man nsks permission to call 
at the house, and if tlio request is granted 
ho carries on bis courtship according to tho 
French, rule— which American girls would 
consider rather slow. 
Ono agontuscdto 


have a specialty of the opera, for bringing 
her clients together. Sho made the appli- 
cant pay KO or SCO for the whole box, and 
invited him to coma m at tbo first entr'acte ; 
thero ho would 900 sorno young or ripe 
woman, according to tho case, and, after a 
short conversation, bo politely bowed out 
with tho request to call at the agency on 
such a day, when ho would bo told what im- 
pression he had made on the lady. 


This trick was played at each entr'acte so 


that the go-between made n. good harvest 
out of her evening " reception." Tae women 
wbo servo as ilgurantes in these affairs di- 
vido with the agent or receive a stipulated 
price for tholr services. 


Tho regularly established agencies aro in 


oloso relation with tho Intelligence oClcca 
that swarm in tlio French capital. They of- 
teu.havo need of confidential information, 
for they agree to furnish their clients with 
all tho fuels about tho interested parties. 
They also pay employes in tho Government 
registry and' mortgage offices, whei-o in- 
formation is to bo obtained about tbe solv.-v- 
; bility of their clients. Notaries who draw 


up all marriage contracts aro often hand 
and glove with those marriers, nnd receive 
a percentage for tbo family secrets they re- 
veal. Domestics, governesses, and, in fact, 
any one who can servo these brokers, aro 
always well paid for their indiscretions. 
Tho proceedings employed by these agents 
aro often curious and complicated. Hero is 
cno example out of a hundred : 


When a ffoverncss or servant acts as inter- 


medium her role is to make tho young lady 
"remade" tho young man that tho agency 
wishes to marry. Before getting: an invita- 
tion for tho young man to visit the family, 
tho agent and serviat select a public gar- 
O.en, a museum or a church where the candi- 
date will be on a certain day and hour. 
Then the servant or governess, when she 
takes madamosello out fora walk, goes to 
tho designated spot, carelessly calls tho 
young lady's atteotion 
to tbo "fino- 


lookinff 
man," 
praises 
his 
appear- 


ance, etc. If the young lady seems pleased 
with the stranger tho servant makes known 
to her outside employer \vhen aho will bo 
at an evening party. Tho agencies havo so 
many strings to their bow that they can 
usually have a representative present at 
theso entertainments. 
Young ladies aro 


often thus married by the intervention of 
an agency without knowing it. Tho intro- 
duction takes place casually, and tho bus- 
bacd Is very carolul afterward not to tell 
his wife that bo paid so much per cent, for 
her hand. 


There arc still other classifications in tho 


Paris matrimonial agencies. For example, 
somo occupy themselves entirely witb po- 
litical marriages, others with religious 
unions. There aro Bonapartist, Legitimist, 
Protestant and Catholic agencies. At somo 
of tho Legitimist brokerage offices tho ap- 
plicant must be an authentic nobleman, 
Christian and monarchist, otherwise bis 
case wlH not bo considered. Not a great 
while ac-o u prominent member of tbe com- 
mune, whom it is not necessary to name, for 
lio has since seon tho orror of his ways and 
i»r.ow a distinguished member of the Mod- 
crato Republican press, wont to ono of tbo 
Legitimist agents and introduced himself 
under his own name. Ho was collecting 
noloa on tho different agencies. Tho elderly 
lady who directed this particular office lives 
on tha Faubourg Saint Gorman, and re- 
coivos her clients In an apartment that is 
embellished with real Louis XVL furniture 
and objects of art. \VTion M. U. mentioned 
bis name, and said he wanted to get mar- 
ried, tae old lady replied, with a most digni- 
fied air: "I regret that I can not do any 
thing for a writer who is eo compromised 
politically. If you repent, come and see mo 
again, and then, we may be able to arrange 
the affair." 


Ono of the most celebrated of tbe French 


marriage agents was M. do Foy, who nour- 
ished under tho last empire. Ho bad a lot 
of rich and influential friends, and went a 
great deal into society. Ho was a very aml- 
abio man, and very distinguished in his 
manners. He made no secret of bis calling, 
for ho said that tbe way modern society was 
constituted it was impossible for all tho 
worthy, marriageable young men and 
women to bo brought together without tho 
aid of an Intermedium. 
So ho opened bis 


house and announced to all his friends that 
he was a real apostle of marriage, 
TVTicn 


II. do Foy went into society and found a 
marriageable young lady wao had no beau, 
ho walked straight to tho mother, and, after 
an introduction, talked witb her frankly on 
the sub 'cot, and named tho cliftablo young 
men ho'bad on his list. Hi3 agency was so 
wcli conducted that be bad Rrcat success so 
far as numbers aro concerned, although I 
should not care to guarantee that all tho 
unions thus contracted were eternal. Just 
before bo retired from active business un- 
scrupulous rivals had so discredited tho 
"profession" that be sadly cxclaimecl,in bis 
splendid country house at i.St, Cloud: 
"Future generations will blame mo for this 
villainous work, and no ono ivill bo left to 
defend mo !"

To call a man charming in face, or lovely, 


or beautiful, or pretty, is to minimize-al- 
most to insult him—writes Mrs. Frank Les- 
lie. A man can only be culled handsome, 
and very, very few man can ho called that. 


A handsome man must be manly Inflirure,

must have the shapely hands, feet and ears 
that tell of good blood and cultivated pro- 
genitors; he must havo his head ivell 
shaped, well set and well carried; he must 
havo a deep, broad chc&t and a straight 
back-, and long, shapely limbs; hia features 
must be regularly formed, and yet full of 
expression, and tho kingly power that great 
sculptors try to givo to Jupiter. 


Coloring does not much matter, so that 


there bo no red upon tho chocks, and not 
too much in the lips, and perhaps the mezzo 
tints lend themselves more satisfactorily to 
manly beaut}-, but above all, tho handsome 
nail must never be stout. Tho heavy throat 
which overflows tho shirt collar never car- 
ries with it an air of refinement, whatever 
it may do or strength. A blonde mau runs 
tho risk of weakness and Insipidity, and a 
black bearded man is handsome, even 
though ho bo a trine mole-dramatic, but still 
golden-haired and black-haired men havo 
been very attractive tho world over. 


Of course, below this grand climacteric- in 


tho thoroughly handsome man there are 
ranks after ranks of good-looking, attract- 
ive, pleasantrfaced men—some upon whom 
ono loves to look and find sweet content in 
contemplating faces and for*s far from 
faultless, and yet quite satisfactory.

handsome; in fact, tho woman'or women 
who lovo him set him down as handsome in 
serene defiance of tho rules of beauty or 
tho opinion of tho world.

a departed friend; they may shatter with, 
one fe'J displacement o£ a comma tho grace- 
ful acknowledgement of favors received;

thev are funny, very, to everybody but tho 
•writer. Even tho compositor wliixmado the 
bull and the proof-reader who passed it,

to blame—not always. Tho penmanship of 
somo writers is in its swaddling-clothes 
vet, and when they go a little beneath the 
surface of a subject tho compositor has 
only to rely on his sight and "setup'Uho 
copy for what it looks like.

"Heads and Tails." 
Another head, written "Partisan Strife, 


was printed as "Patrick's Strut." "Fresh; 
terian Synod" glared out of the types as 
"Presumptuous Snipe." "HebrewTheatric 
Notes" uttractod some attention when an- 
nouncing "Ho Blew the Critic's Nose." 


Many other errors of alike nature could 


bo noted; those given will show what 
writers and compositors have to contend 
with. It rarely happens, however, that a 
plain writer finds his articles misprinted. 
Tho compositor is, in most cases, intelligent 
and painstaking and not infrequently moro 
capable of writing tho article ho is putting 
in typo than tho one who penned it.

Eyes, tooth, blood spots and all aro 
depicted by bits of stono. The fragment is 
about seven feet square, and is valued at 
523,000.

coast of Korway, a nan uncovered a flat 
;old annlet wb Us digging potatoes. It has 
a Runic inscription on tho outside and tho 
dato 8T5 Inside. At Haggerstalund, Swe- 
den, 
a now Ruuio inscription has been 


found eloso by another already known. It 
states that two men for -whom tho stones 
•n-ero placed died in Greece. Tho reference 
to expeditions of Norsemen Into tho Medi- 
terranean as pirates or soldiers of fortune 
is evident.

•nritten: "Got all the gold wo could carry 
our pony all got by tho Indians I have lost 
my gun and nothing to eat and Indians 
hunting me." 
AX umbrella that tvas brought to this 


country from Holland-in 1630 is on exhibi- 
tion in Albany. It boars the name of an Ital- 
ian maker. It has been asserted that um- 
brellas aro a later invention than 1630, and 
that an Englishman first appeared in tho 
streets of London in the last century with 
one to protect him from tho rain. Tho fact 
is however, thai umbrellas were in use by 
tho Egyptians 4.000 years ago. Tho umbrel- 
las seen'sometimes attached to a vehicle in 
tho streets are seen pictured upon tho wall 
painticgs of ancient Egypt. 


AMOXQ tho curiosities recently acquired 


by a San Francisco museum are a number 
of mummies found embedded in a stratum 
of liaio in Mexico, just south of tho Arizona 
lino. Judging from their position they must 
havo died in terrible agony. Ono of tho 
bodies is that of a woman, and her cars aro 
ornamented with tubes' stuck through, 
them. They aro covered with a coarse net- 
ting composed of grass and tao bark of 
trees. They are supposed to havo lain in 
thodried-up state at least 800 years, and it 
Is not known to what race they belonged. 
Tho pcrfoct form of a rat appears, which, 
shared thoir burial place.
